I am currently a one-design sailor 
and have been racing for six years on 
o liferent boats in class races in which 
no one was ever questioned about their 
amateur status. This has been true for 
sailboarding until this year when a 
number of top sailors have received 
monetary prizes for winning sailboard 
events such as the Maui Grand Prix, 
Speed Crossing, and the Wave Classic 
n Australia. These sailors are now 
ciearly professionals, according to the 
1981-84 International Yacht Racing 
rules, Appendix 1, Rule 1.5. 

My question to the I.W.C.A. and other 
concerned sailors is this: Is the 
I.W.C.A,, which is sailed under 
U.S.Y.R.U. rules, going to let profes- 
sional boardsailors race in an amateur 
one-design event such as the Ameri- 
can or the World Championships? 
If these sailors are allowed to com- 
3te in I.W.C.A. regattas. I feel it would 
tally undermine the class constitution. 
It would lead me to believe that the 
I.W.C.A. is promoting professional sail- 
boarding instead of encouraging the 
enjoyment of the sport and the recrea- 
tional aspects of sailing. 

I would like the I.W.C.A. to call a 
meeting of their World Council to make 
a decision on this question before the 
events take place this summer. By tak- 
ing action on this question, it would 
show responsibility within the class and 
prevent protests and hard feelings 
within the class membership.

Rick Naish 



DESIGNER 



Designer /shaper Rick Naish built a number of the top 
p acing race boards at this year's Pan Am Cup. A former 
- 3-wave surfer and father of world champion Hobby 
'.aish, Rick, at 41, is perhaps experiencing his most 
productive year. We talked to Rick after the recent O'Neill- 
Budweiser contest, getting his views on family, career, and 
:~e sport. 

How did you get into boardsailing'? 

By the back door. I'd been sailing catamarans for five 
years or so, after having been pretty much pushed out of 
surfing by the changes that took place in that sport. Robby 
started boardsailing. Stan and Mike Horgan started. I 
sorrowed their board and tried it. At first I didn't think it made 
~jch sense. It looked like a novel toy . . . never going to 
make it compared to sailing a real boat like a catamaran. But 
I learned pretty quickly that wasn't true. Now I sail cats once 
or twice a year. Boardsailing is much more fun. 

There are some good pictures of you in 20-foot Walmea 
Was there a time when you thought of devoting yourself to 
ndmg the big waves . . . surfing? 

Yes, but there was just no way I could do it. At the time, I 
wasn't handy enough to make a living building boards — 
that was just at the start of the foam board days 



Everything was pretty much still balsa: it was such a lot of 
work and the guys that were doing good work were so very 
good at it that I couldn't imagine myself ever having been a 
successful shaper. Mainly. I was just having fun. At one 
point. I fancied myself as becoming some sort of career 
surfer, but it really didn't work out realistically. I was under a 
lot of pressure from my family to go back to school, so that's 
what I did. In the early 60's, I went back to school, married 
Carol and started a family; kind of got back into surfing for 
awhile. When I was in graduate school, we took a semester 
off and Carol and Randy and Robby and I spent most of a 
winter on the North Shore. That convinced us . . . that was in 
'67 . . . that we ought to come back to Hawaii. It was really a 
neat place. So we moved to Hawaii in '68 after I got my 
teaching certificate. 

Where were you going to school? 

I was in graduate school in Berkeley. Bailed out of a PhD 
program, took my teaching credential and ran. Before that I 
was majoring in genetics. The people who were doing good 
work in the field were working a whole lot harder than I 
wanted to. I was working 12- and 14-hour days in the lab. It 
was really kind of silly. It was interesting and rewarding, but 
my family life was going down the drain; there wasn't time to 
do anything else, so I got out of it; moved to Hawaii and went

How did you get into making boards'? 

Again, kind of through the backdoor. We were all sa ing 
stock Windsurfer hulls in Hawaii. Stan and Mike had 
pioneered in changing everything that was changeable, 
making new daggerboards and moving mast steps around a 
little bit, carving skegs out; and a few guys started building 
their own boards, so I initially had some boards shaped 
by — I guess Brian Hinde did the first ones for me and then I 
glassed them. And it got to be more than I could afford

having someone else do the shaping, so I started doing it 
myself. I found that if you went slow enough, you could do a 
fairly decent job. 

What are you thinking about in terms of your design 
direction? 

There are lots of different kinds of boards that are going in 
lots of different directions. It's been fairly successful this 
year, and I think it's a little bit of luck and a lot of 
conservatism really. We haven't tried to do anything very 
radical in boards for important contests, and I've just tried 
things that I knew had worked in other combinations; put 
them together in slightly different combinations. We're 
working on awhole lot of different products, projects.A new 
production board for Mistral, constantly trying to keep a little 
bit ahead of the opposition , or at least up with them in these 
... I don't know what you call the race boards for these kind 
of races . . construction class race boards. I guess, where 
there are no design rules to worry about. They're surfboards. 
It's all been done before, so I haven't seen too much very 
different yet. The surfboard guys do a better job at that sort 
of thing 

How and where do you work on boards, and what kind of 
sales setup are you involved in? 

I have a place where we build boards. We don't have a 
retail boardsailing shoo We nave components and we'll sell 
them to somebody if thej come in the door, but we primarily 
arewholesa rtgandbt sing very few custom boards. I'm 
distrifc jttng Mistral's ne in Hawaii and points south. If all 
you're ;;- rig at s the custom board end of it, I think it's a 
real difficu : /. = . tc ~a<e a living unless you've got a 
situation where you've got no overhead ... if you live in a 
neighborhood where you can set up a shop in the backyard. 
Price competition has gotten so cutthroat, at least here, that 
it's difficult to make any money at it except as a sideline, as 
Mike's got with Sailboards Maui, or Windsurfing Hawaii ' 
selling boards in addition to the other supplies. The boards 
are not the money-making item. The prices keep going 
down. They're getting closer and closer to surfboards. On 
Oahu you can get a nice pintail complete with everything for 
under $500; skegs, footstraps, ready to sail, and there is 
precious little profit in that. 

Is it because of all the surfboard shapers coming in? 

Yes, they're coming in, and the reason is that the 
surfboard business is really depressed.

I'll take an open-class board out sometimes 
n light wind and try to learn how to stand on it, but I think I'm 
still sort of a kid at heart and would rather be out thrashing in 
the waves if I were capable and had the time, neither of 
which applies at the moment, I'm afraid. 

At this point in your life, what are you building for in your 
■uture? What are your goals? 

Early retirement would be nice, It looks like I will continue 
working with Mistral, at least for the foreseeable future, 
We've got a pretty good relationship going. I'm doing some 
of their design work and a lot of the research and 
development. What I'd like to do is get things set up so that I 
nave more time to spend sailing. I have a feeling I'm falling 
rather behind in that. It's pretty difficult to build them right if 
you're not on them. I'm making enough to live on, and I live in 
a beautiful place; and if I can just get things arranged so that 
I've got more time to take advantage of the beautiful place,

In time, a governing body will probably handle this ser- 
• ce — certainly on the professional level. In the meantime, 
we would like to make a sponsor's scheduling service avail- 
aole — by phone, telex, or letter. Volunteering is easy. We all 
nave this good spirit who stumbles forward, throws his hand 
up, and beaming, says, "11 do it!" The volunteer is replaced 
by the worker, and reality creeps in. However, we've talked 
to our telex, and it's willing, and Chris Maxwell is willing, so 
we feel on solid ground. Beaming, we step forward and 
volunteer.

The eguipment 
here was the most advanced the sport 
has yet seen; the sailing in and around 
particular events demonstrated a shift 
in emphasis towards high-wind 
competition That's what the most 
advanced boards are being built for, 
and that's what the sailors want to 
sail in. 

It was also made clear this spring 
that Hawaiian sailors and board 
builders were going to have a great 
impact in the future. All were impressed 
with Rick Naish's boards, and not only 
for Hawaiian conditions. They will be in 
Europe this summer and fall; they will 
most likely be the standard fare in

INS & OUTS OUT 

On Wednesday, March 31st, it looked brighter. _ ~e s^ _ 
burst through the overcast and drizzle, and a spontaneous 
cheer went up along the beach. Ins and Outs beca" but 
before the heats were completed the winds nad s pped 
back to the 12-knot range. Too bad. Notable performances 
went down the drain: Robby Naish finished half a lengtf" 
ahead of Matt Schweitzer in heat one, Ken Winner, 1981 Pan 
Am Champion, winning heat two, commented, "I think I've 
been sailing real well . . . better than last year. Last year I 
made all kinds of mistakes and still managed to win, This 
year I've been sailing real well, but it's only just made up for 
the deficiencies in my board. It's really hard to sail, and has 
some terrible weaknesses, mainly on the reaches. I cant 
keep the bow up; it's a/ways in the water! And every time the

bow's down in the water, it's extra wetted surface, extra 
drag. I've been learning to sail it, and I've been improving, 
but it's still not something I'd expect to win on." 

In heat three, Cort Larned gave up a starting lead to 
equipment problems. Jan Wangaard won decisively. It was 
Boghossian in four. Some course confusion cost Jurgen 
Honscheid the fifth heat that went to Anders Foyen and 
Stefan Van Den Berg. It was a moot point, as the heat was 
rescheduled on the basis of a boat interference protest. Heat 
six wallowed. The winds would not pick up until the Pan Am 
ran out of time. 

Patience was the big lesson being taught at this regatta. 
"If you're waiting, you have to wait," Stefan Van Den Berg 
stated philosophically. "You can do nothing else." 

DECISIONS, DECISIONS 

What if the winds stayed light through the weekend? "We 
won't go," Red Haywood stated firmly, "That's t; we stop 
Sunday night." And what about results? 

"My recommendation," he answered, "is that since we've 
had three races where they've all raced against each other 
at least one time, that we have an awards banquet based on 
the qualification races " 

Robby Naish was tal rig it a in stride: as he saw it, waiting 
for wind was an occupat orta! hazard, "This is pretty typical, 
actually," he commented. "Considering the time of year, 
we've had : a rly good luck so far. In the past, for the last 
,'.ee- of March, it's been either windy or no wind at all. This 
week has been in between; it hasn't been dead, and it hasn't 
r:ee- really strong. It's just been sort of a tease." 

Friday wasn't even a decent tease, however, as the winds 
wafted around at under 10 knots for most of the day. More 
skippers' meetings scheduled and postponed, but no 
action. 

Saturday morning, miraculously, was sunny in Kailua 
(more cheers on the beach), and a 20-knot trade was fore- 
cast for the afternoon. Spirits began to rise as plans were 
made to run triangles instead of completing the ins & outs. 
The original regatta game plan had called for triangles, a 
long-distance race and the ins & outs, but with only two days 
now remaining, the committee was opting for the inter- 
mediate distance as the format most representative of all-

World's Fastest Sail Race

! «ar J ;rthe record. He's a known speedster against the 
ock.* But this was a race — the Maalaea Dash — two 
caches timed at 17.8 knots per hour, which is "the fastest 
sa r ace in the world," according to organizer Arnaud de 
= :snay. 

_ At the opening party on Sunday, March 15, organizer de 
-: snay restated the goals of the Speed Crossing; the 
accomplishment of making a trip to another island. "Look at 
H e globe, put your fingeron it, and you can say, 'I crossed 
~ere."' Flares were available, right after the shark speech, 
and sold at a brisk rate among the 90 contestants. 

Some (mostly channel-experienced sailors) were 
concerned about competition, their sailing plan and board 
design. Others worried about completing the race. For 
some, the main concern was survival. 

Speed Crossing gathered momentum this year for several 
-easons. First, it's a romantic, adventurous idea. Second, it 
■vas well run and successful in '81 . Third, the Pan Am's 
closed their entries at 160; and finally, the O'Neill wave- 
sailing contest was invitational. This is the emerging

Hawaiian circuit, and this is a unique event — still open to 
everyone. 

Besides the Speed Crossing — Fleming to Molokai and 
back (16. 1 nautical miles) — there was the Super Speed 
Crossing — Kahana to Molokai and back to Fleming (35 
miles) — and the Maalaea Dash — a six-mile round trip 
across Maalaea Bay from Kihei to the harbor and back. 

The weather had been dumpy for weeks, but the day 
before burst with 60 mph east winds. Some tried Hookipa 
and were flattened. Winds tapered over the next few days to 
E.S.E. and variable. 

On the opening day, there was little wind for a mile off 
Fleming Beach, the starting point, so the contest went into a 
holding pattern, Some drove in search of a workout, finding it 
at Hookipa or Kahana.

EUROPE 

Many Europeans dream about a 
journey to the United States; Hawaii. 
And for many Americans, Europe is the 
most favored travel destination. It 
seems especially important for board- 
sailors to visit the part of the world 
where our sport spread and developed 
in such a short time. 

Imagine lakes covered with boards 
so that you can nearly walk across 
them; small pools, which were only 
used by bathing people before, have 
become training and meeting resorts 
for sailors. Seaside resorts sport nu- 
merous "surf shops," and even in the 
cities you find them everywhere. Surf

clubs are full, sailboarding schools with 
more than 10 instructors in high season 
are not uncommon, and car roofs are 
covered with the most beautiful, most 
expensive and extraordinary sail- 
boards. The boardsailing wave has 
been rolling since 1972. Countries of 
highest popularity are France and 
Germany. But aside from that aspect, 
Europe has some lovely and interesting 
resorts for boardsailing, and places of 
great cultural interest 

Therefore, why not spend a holiday 
in Europe? The only thing you need is 
time. Traveling around 21 different 
countries in four weeks may be very 
impressive in your passport, but the 
country and the people remain rela- 
tively unknown. Two months should be 
the minimum time for such a trip. 

Before leaving the U.S., you should 
think about the travel route to the most 
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exciting places. Short-term alterations 
can be made as you go. The most im- 
portant question: What do I prefer^ Cul- 
tural aspects to sportive sightseeing; 
the balance is up to you. 

In the following text, we've compiled 
a photographic and verbal trip around 
Europe, considering boardsailing and 
sightseeing. The emphasis of our two- 
to three-month tour was built around 
sailing and the best resorts. We are 
passing the Scandinavian countries, 
which will be presented in the future as 
another big trip — involving at least 
a month. 

The journey starts in Great Britain, 
because most of the overseas jets land 
at London's Heathrow Airport. 

London, Gateway to Europe 

The British capital should be visited 
at the end of our journey. It offers lots of 
inexpensive, exciting and interesting 
shopping possibilities — an ideal place 
to spend the remaining money. How- 
ever, one thing should be managed at 
once: your mode of transportation. 
Train is the most inexpensive and com- 
fortable way to travel, because dis- 
tances are quite short and the nights 
can be spent in the train. Going by train 
is very interesting. You look for a good 
place, and have no responsibilities. 
You can watch the countryside, or 
sleep. 

Now we are ready to start our jour- 
ney. Being in Great Britain, we first 
travel to the exciting resort of Cornwall 
on the Atlantic Coast. The approach is 
quite easy. Departure in London to 
Plymouth, and from there by train to the 
north shore of Cornwall, Wadebridge. 

Cornwall, Europe's Best Surf Resort 

Not many Europeans think about a 
journey to Cornwall on the British Atlan- 
tic Coast. Even in August, the holiday 
season, it is difficult to find more than 
fifty people along the two-kilometer 
beach at Constantin Bay and Harlyn 
Bay. But, of course, surfers and 



boardsailors from all over the world are 
there playing and training in some of 
Europe's best surf, People who come 
to Cornwall mustn't be prudish. It's 
rather cold, even if the sun is shining. It 
rains very often, it's foggy, the water is 
rather cold, and the hard-breaking 
waves can be difficult even for the ex- 
perts. But Cornwall is worth the journey. 
The English friends of nature adore that 
country as "the loveliest place." The 
bays are open to the west, the long 
Atlantic surf rolls without prevention 
There you can watch breakers from 2 to 
4 meters, and a wind, which never 
gives up, 4 to 7 Beaufort. The water is 
often gray and nasty but behind the 
cliffs you will find a hilly countryside, 
beautiful to regard, green in all varia- 
tions. Accommodations are easy to 
find. "Bed and breakfast" means

cheap, clean and nice rooms. 

The British food doesn't taste rather 
exciting. Fish and chips is the daily of- 
fer, changes are rare. But there is one 
gourmet attraction: Halfway House, a 
cozy old restaurant halfway from 
Wadebridge to St. Merryn, The bald- 
headed owner named Cornish John (a 
weightlifter in a circus many years ago) 
always succeeds in entertaining his 
guests. 

Self-suppliers can live quite cheaply 
in Cornwall. The prices of the groceries 
are low; meat, beer and bread don't 
cost much. Even records, shoes and 
pullovers — but that's for the end of the 
journey. For Cornwall, here is a real se- 
cret tip: antiques. 

Everyone who likes dancing doesn't 
have a chance in Cornwall. There are 
no discotheques. Evening amusement 
takes place at the inns or pubs, which 
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2 quite cozy. Instead of hearing

When you've had enough of ram 
bad weather and wind, pack the wet- 
sjits and start your trip to the warmer 
"egions of Europe, Take the train from 
P /mouth to Harwich on the east coast 
of the island. Next destination is Hol- 
and, within reach by a ferry boat (from 
Harwich to Hook van Holland), The 
passage goes daily in the morning or at 
night. It takes six hours and costs 
around 60 DM ($24.00). Ask for any 
reductions. In the Netherlands, the trip 
is continued by train to Zandvoort near 
Amsterdam. 

Zandvoort, Expensive but Beautiful 

Twenty-five kilometers away from the 
capital of Amsterdam lays Zandvoort, 
at the coast and open to the west. The 
beach, with its fine sand, is around 9km 
long. All boardsailors meet in the south 
at the nudist beach, one of Zandvoort' s 
greatest attractions, or at the "Bran- 
dingsurfschool" of George Klijn (phone 
02507/8600 or 2880), It is situated be- 
tween beach-pavilions 23 and 24. Rent- 
ing a board costs around 20 Guilders 
($7.00), Newcomers should make in- 
quiries about the local conditions be- 
fore going onto the water. The currents 
are strong and indefinite. It is possible 
to sail for long distances along the 



coast. 

Zandvoort is not only for sailing, but 
for seeing and being seen. The budget 
for these days should not be too small 
Zandvoort is very expensive. The "ac- 
tion" in discotheques, pubs and the 
local casino at Badhuisplein 7 (where 
you can play roulette and black jack 
from 2 p.m. until 2 a.m., with a minimum 
stake of 2 Guilders) is not cheap. But 
on the other hand, everything is of- 
fered. Accommodations adapt to the 
high prices: a double room (category 
B garni) costs around 50 Guilders 
($18.00) per night. At the camping 
ground you have to pay 10 Guilders 
($3.50) for one night. 

Important: Night lodging in open air 
is not allowed. Those who don't want to 
spend the nights in a hotel because of

Biarritz, the Surf Resort 

Biarritz is a smaller city on the French 
Atlantic Coast, with 30.000 inhabitants. 
Here, only some kilometers away from 
the Spanish frontier, the European 
wave surfers meet. Conditions are op- 
timum: the Biscaya surf is rather long 
and high, and in spring it's accompa- 
nied by a strong wind. Therefore, many 
boardsailors meet at this place, too. 

Biarritz is together with its neighbor 
towns Bayonne and Anglet a real large 
city, with more than 100,000 French 
people. The beach reaches from the 
Spanish frontier at Handeye, to the 
estuary of the river Adour in Anglet ~

It is most important in Biarritz to have 
some knowledge of the resort in order 
to take advantage of the best beaches 
and optimal conditions.

Different directions of wind 
and waves don't make it easier. The 
'Guide de Surf et des Plages," avail- 
able in English or French, may be very 
helpful, as it elaborates on the different 
conditions of the different places.

In general, 
though, the best boardsaiiing condi- 
tions are to be found in Biarritz during 
spring and autumn. During the sum- 
mer, the wind rarely increases to 4 
Beaufort.

Sardinia, Island of Color and Wind 

Minutes before landing, the island 
announces itself by a lovely scent of 
saltwater, blooming flowers, lavender, 
and resin of the macchia. And then you 
can watch the unforgettable colors of 
Sardinia — yellow, blue, red, sur- 
rounded by the dark blue water. The 
island of 24,000 square kilometers of- 
fers outstanding wind conditions, 
especially in the north.

But Sardinia is not at all a crowded 
land. High prices and a well-planned 



tourism program provide for clean wa- 
ter, beautiful beaches and comfortable 
hotels. 

During the past few years, Sardinia 
has become the boardsailing Eldorado 
of Europe. Various world and European 
Championships have been held at that 
place. 

There are two aspects which guaran- 
tee the Sardinian wind; First, the near- 
ness of Corse creates a sort of venturi 
effect in the Street of Bonifacio. On the 
other hand, both islands have moun- 
tains up to 3,000 meters high, which 
make great air circulation possible, Fur- 
theron, you'll find the classical Mediter- 
ranean winds, like Tramontana, from 
north to east, or Ponente from south to 
west, which create ideal sailing condi- 
tions. It is seldom calm,

Tourist emphasis is in the north of the 
island, around Olbia. For all who look 
for "boardsailing totale." they should 
stay at the north point of Sardinia. It's 
an ideal surf and strong-wind district. 
Waves of several meters and a thick 
foam carpet are quite normal. The 
nearest village is called Capo Testa. A 
stop of some days is recommended. 
Various beaches and many sand 
dunes may be visited. 

Accommodations are simple but 
cheap. The camping ground Gala 
Sambuco lays five kilometers away 
from Santa Teresa. Thirty hotels and 
more than 3,000 private accommoda- 
tions are offered. Those who prefer the 
action should travel by rail bus to Porto 
Polio or Baja Sardinia. 

Baja Sardinia is situated at the north- 
ern coast, nearby the Costa Smeralda, 



the world famous high-society beach. 
The center of Baja Sardinia is crowded 
with small cafes, restaurants and 
boutiques. Around 2,000 beds in 
hotels, boardinghouses and a camping 
ground offer accommodations with 
tolerable prices 

During the day, everyone is busy with 
watersports. Boardsailing is the favor- 
ite. One boardsailing school, owned by 
Rudi Grunmann, a German, rents 
boards daily, weekly or monthly. Rudi 
will be pleased to give some informa- 
tion about the conditions, living or 
apres-surfing. Evening life offers vari- 
ous and pleasant diversions. The 
sailors' most famous meeting point is 
called "Ritual." Sardinian food is de- 
licious. 

What about the cultural side? The 
"nurage-villages," ancient buildings 
pointing to a pre-Christian culture are 
older than 3,000 years. The coun- 
tryside of the island is original 
and should not be missed. Beautiful 
costumes and their own language, the 
Sardejuan. point at old customs 

One more tip: the smaller islands 
Maddalena and Caprera can be visited 
by saiiboard. At Caprera. you'll find 
the Ciub Mediterranee and a sailing 
school. Beyond it, the island is uninhab- 
ited. If you are going to Maddalena. 
take care. It is a base of the NATO, with 
always changing barrier districts. 

Sardinia is an outstanding place for 
relaxation, and you should break your 
journey for minimum two weeks. For all 
excursions and sightseeing trips, you 
should rent a car or something like a 
motorscooter, otherwise you'll miss the 
loveliest places of Sardinia. 

Leaving Sardinia, you may find time 
to travel to the enchanting, isles of 
Greece, but we are on the way to 
Rome.

Really, just about all the 
" s= : " : " ■ : - '' eea s in knowing who is taking part in the 
underground race. This can be difficult. We are a secret 
society who risk getting chucked out of the race if 
discovered. Be careful, the minds of real racers work in 
strange ways. 

In order to hold this underground event you need at least 
two. It can be done alone, but for some reason it's not as 
much tun. Start looking for those who you think might be 
interested, and whose basic outlook is similar to yours Thev 
can usually be found sleeping in their cars, trying to pick up 




:te girls left on the shore by the 'competitive racers," or in 
:ne general vicinity of the food and beer; in short, anywhere 
out on the starting line. 

The goal of the underground race is quite simple and 
should be understood by all. The last person across the 
finish line, within the committee's time limit, wins. Penalty 
minutes or seconds can be deducted from an individual's 
time for breaking the rules. 

The major rule is that you must always be moving forward 
in relation to the direction of the course. Stopping is 
forbidden, except when maneuvering around a mark. Falling 
off or dropping your sail should be penalized heavily; 720's 
are limited to two. And going backward, for whatever reason, 
is an offense punishable by buying the first round of 
apres-race beers. This last offense is abominable because it 
is obvious and tends to blow the cover. Added penalty for 
this offense is sailing full speed to the next mark. 

The last and most important rule is to never, never, under 
any circumstances, interfere with one of the "real racers." 
Think of them as forbidden fruit — they must be avoided at 
all cost. Gladly sacrifice time not to interfere with them. The 
very survival of underground racing depends on it! Penalty 
times for each offense should be decided on before the 
race, but breaking the "non-interference directive" should 
always result in immediate disqualification. 

Each underground racer is responsible for penalizing 
himself and keeping track of his own penalty time. Sure! If 
you've ever played a Sunday afternoon game of golf you 
know how well that works! There is much to be said for the 
power of rationalization and the weakness of the will. 



Develop a secret sign, or possibly a code word. When you 
see someone breaking a rule you can let him know that you 
saw by flashing him your sign, or screaming your code word. 
Obscenities won't work as code words because they tend to 
make you sound like the rest of the racers. However, if used, 
they add an element of unpredictability. If you happen to be 
running ahead of some foul-mouth who knows nothing about 
the event, you could be subtracting needless minutes from 
yourtime! 

As you near the end of the course, you are going to 
become more conspicuous, if only because everyone else 
has finished. Here, your novice techniques must become 
more and more subtle. Stumble a little but be careful not 
to fall, 

This is also where the "competition" gets hot and heavy. 
Now it is usually just you and your confederates left on the 
water and strategy begins to come into play. Who can go the 
slowest without actually stopping? Who can get himself 
locked into a dead zone behind another's sail? Who can get 
on the widest and longest tack? 

By the time you cross the finish line, you'll be in for a 
deluge of free technical advice plus a lot of kidding. Be 
prepared for some very unflattering remarks. Consider ego

Now comes the moment of truth. Over beers, the times 
and penalties can be totaled and subtracted. If there are any 
major disputes, it is majority rule with everyone voting, 
character being of major consideration.

All this is exciting and 
adds to the thrill of sailing on this 
remarkable lake. 

Lake Mead is the body of water 
formed behind Hoover Dam and ex- 
tending 115 miles up to the cliffs of the 
Grand Canyon. The Lake Mead Recre- 
ational Area also takes in Lake Mohave 
which is immediately below the dam 
and extending 70 mites south to Parker 
Dam. Mead is so big and has such 
diversity of shoreline that one can al- 
most pick an environment to suit their

mood. You can sail through narrow 
canyons with giant cliffs on either side. 
You can sail to islands with isolated 
beaches, and in the spring to small 
coves lined with flowers. 

Funny thing is that as big as the lake 
is, we seldom use more than one 
square mile of it. I imagine in time we'll 
spread out a little and start to sail in 
other coves, perhaps find spots where 
winds are better — at least in certain 
seasons. For example, when winds fi- 
nally swing all the way around from the 
north, after the passage of a front, the 
Virgin Basin of the lake offers a much 
greater fetch and some wave size. In 
time, sailboard caravans will probably 
travel those lonely dirt roads to de- 
serted beaches in the other basin, But 
for now, our boardsailing takes place 
between the shore and a rocky group 
called the Boulder Islands. This is not a 
78 



bad first choice. The kind of sa ng ne 
seem to enjoy most on Lake Mead is 
the wild, big-wind-puff kind thai seems 
to be associated with dese" akes. On 
Mead, these blasts run to 40 mph. 

Most of the big winds come out of the 
south, and this gives rise to two nice 
conditions at our present sailing site. 



". . . the wind went from about 
10 to 73 mph in five minutes." 

First, waves are generated out of the 
canyon leading to the dam, and can 
build waves to two or three feet off the 
islands. Second, the wind — due to the 
shore configuration — often comes in 
giant puffs. The way we sail it is to work 
to windward in the lulls, and watch for 
the darkening water that means "get 
crazy time." On starboard tack, you are 



slamming into the waves, getting air 
with just a little nudge down on the 
boom. On port tack, you are riding fast 
with the waves, carving the board 
across the faces. It is one exciting 
piace to sail! 

Sail boards came late to the lake. We 
really got started in about 1979. Trou- 
ble is that nobody bothered to come 
over from the West Coast and show us 
how. We could have used a pied piper, 
but we had to pick it up ourselves — or 
rather two locals picked it up and then 
taught the rest of us. Sailing itself only 
gained popularity on the lake in the 
mid-60's. Before that, it was consid- 
ered too dangerous because of the 
sudden high velocity winds. In the early 
sixties, those of us who sailed the lake 
were for the most part sailing small 
nonself-bailing dinghies, and they were 
probably dangerous, as they are today. 




From the dinghies we went to the re- 
tractable keel boats and finally to s~ = 
fixed-keel boats. The real test for sail- 
ing on the lake came in the regatta of 
1968 when the wind went from about 10 
mph to 73 mph in five minutes. It was a 
survival sail, but only two boats had to 
be towed in and no boats were lost;

sailing had arrived. Early in the 70's, 
Hobie Cats showed up, and like the 
current sailboards, could take advan- 
tage of those big puffs. There are, 
however, two difficulties with the cats: 

1) They are a lot of hassle to put to- 
gether, particularly in gusty winds, and 

2) righting a turtled catamaran is a lot of 
work. Yet like a lot of fun toys, they are 



most fun when operating on the ragged 
edge. The lake seems made for board- 
sailing, and most of the sailing on Mead 
is by sailboard. 

Before you run outside, throw the 
board and rig on the car and head for 
the lake, let me warn you all is not de- 
serted beaches, great scenery, and big 
winds. Unfortunately, our winds de- 
pend on the season, In particular, the 
fall winds can be a great big zero. It's a 
shame, too, because the water tem- 
perature is still in the 70's right through 
October and the temperatures at the 
lake are quite mild; but in the fall, the 
wind just does not cooperate unless 
some kind of a front moves through. 
Weather doesn't always follow its rules, 
however, and last fall I was sore all over 
from a week of absolutely wild winds. 
Early summer more than makes up for 
the fall lulls. Sometimes in June the 





wind will blow over 20 nearly every 
day, and sometimes up to those arm- 
stretching 30's and 40's. Spring and 
winter winds can also be good, al- 
though the water temperatures wiil 
probably put you in a wetsuit. Fortu- 
nately, it never gets below the low 50's, 
By now you should get some idea of 
what kind of equipment to bring to the 
lake. Include a marginal and maybe a 
storm sail- Don't forget the high-wind 
daggerboard. if you have a Rocket, this 
is Rocket country. Don't let those 
Hawaiian pictures fool you. You can get 
a big board totally out of the water on a 
lake. The altitude record on the lake 
was set last August in a storm that 
yielded winds in excess of 50. Two 
wave sailors braved the big winds and 
waves with mini sails. A conservative 
estimate is that a board was five feet 
above the water, but unfortunately, no 
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pictures. Next time. As long as we're on 
lake records, the distance record was 
also set last summer. Paul and Eric Ec- 
kert (close relatives) started out about 
two in the afternoon from Hemenway 
Harbor, and by 8:30 in the evening 
were 40 miles away in Temple Bar. 
They had planned to stop halfway and

sleep all night in the sails, but an unex- 
pected hard spill in the Virgin Basin 
caused the pack on the harness to 
open, dumping all the supplies. It was 
either finish or starve! 

If you are from the East and taking 
the Great Western trip, traveling the 
Grand Canyon loop, or from Southern 
California and tired of gentle winds, 



come 10 Lake Vead and stretch your 
arms, Being th rty miles from Las 
Vegas i"S'5 ; absolutely no problem 
in finding motels or restaurants. If you 
are into camping, there is a camp- 
ground less than a mile from the beach 
where we sail. Boulder City, the nearest 
town to the lake, has restaurants and 
supermarkets but no gambling. Go to 
Las Vegas for life in the fast lane. The 
owners of two of the biggest casinos 
are avid boardsailors, so at least you 
know where a little of your money is 
going

around regatta sKills. But again the winds just teased; the 
anemometer reading hovered at 14 knots into the afternoon 
and Saturday passed without a race. 

The sailors, though disappointed, remained understand- 
ng Said Pudenz: "Up to now they've made the right deci- 
sions concerning the wind. I'm one of the sailors who think — 
and I think a lot of us think the same — that it's better to have 
no race than a shitty race. Coming here, I've learned that you 
have to be prepared to wait. If there's no wind, there's no 
race; that's all, Going around and shouting at the conditions 
is helpless," 

BITING THE BULLET 

Sunday, the last day of the Pan Am's schedule, started off 
with partly cloudy skies and 18- to 20-knot winds. The com- 
mittee scrambled to set the marks for triangle racing only to 
find that nature was just trying for one last laugh. To 
everyone's amazement, the wind speed slipped back below 
15 knots before a start could be made; time had run out on

"It's not our fault." Robby clarified for Kailua Bay hosts 
in general. "We did the best we could, A lot of people are 
upset about it. but better to be here than to be in Germany or 
Norway or the Mainland where it's freezing cold and bliz- 
zards!" 

At the final skippers' meeting, Red Haywood announced 
that there would be an awards presentation and banquet at 
the Kaneohe Yacht Club that night, and that the results of the 
three qualification races would stand for the regatta, 

"It's good they're going to award them," said Fraser BlacK. 
"The competitors deserve it for patience." 

"We are fully disappointed that we didn't have winds 
above 15 knots every day," Red Haywood said later that 
afternoon. "All the sailors' equipment is designed for high 
speeds and high winds and waves, and going in lighter 
winds would really not have been fair to them. My only 
thought was to make it fair for everybody; to go when we 
should go, not to go when we shouldn't go, and that's what 
we did." 

Haywood also expressed the belief that the first six or 
seven places would have probably been pretty much the 
same had the entire regatta been run off, and that seems 
right. Certainly it's difficult to imagine that Robby Naish 
wouldn't have won 

As for the system of registration for the event, that may be 
changing for next year, "It's not going to be the first 160," 
Red indicated. "We're going to change our method of selec- 
tion so that we do get the top racers in the world." 

Another thing that will be different for next year's Pan Am is 
that many of the top competitors will be making their own 
boards, As Jan Wangaard put it: "Because he (the builder of 
his board) is an artist, he is putting his own mind into it and it 
naturally looks a bit different from what I designed. I have to 
accept it; I'll just have to make it myself. I cannot explain it to 
him 100%."' 

After two years of mediocre winds, some Europeans were 
thinking of not coming to the next event. After all, it's an 
expensive trip. Some say they will consider it carefully. But 
how could they resist? With ice on the lakes and snow on the 
ground, and with a warm-water circuit inviting them to Para- 
dise, they'll get here however they can, you can be sure. As 
Ken Winner says: "It's a prestigious regatta; that's a major 
reason to be here. And Kailua Bay when it's rough, when it's 
windy . . . it's a delightful place to race!" g £
